DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 3-9, 12-16, 18-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hart. 

Hart discloses a casing (118) made of fiber material and thermoset resin (abstract), a 
frame ((122, 302, 304) made of aluminum (col 7, line 65), adhesive or glue (306)(Fig 6A). 

Claims 57-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Terakawa et al. 

Terakawa et al disclose a first member, a second member (Figs 2-7), means or adhesive 
(colX li nes 65-68) disposed between first and second members.
